MANY CHICAGOANS 
INDICTED IN PROBE 
OF LAW VIOLATIONS 


> CHICAGO, May 4. (AP) 
—One hundred and twenty- 
four politicians, public offi- 
cials and hoodlums today 
stood formally accused of 
law violations, the climax to 
persistent investigations by 
federal and county grand 
juries. 
The county grand Jury yesterday 


indicted fifteen in connection with 
the Chicago sanitary district graft 
scandal, including six trustees and 
the former president, while 
the 
federal grand jury returned indict- 
^m?nts against 81 persons alleged 
to have been members of the Chi- 
cago Heights booze ring. Several 
•were public officials. 
The other 28 indicted, 
six of 
them police captains, were named 
earlier in the week in connection 
•with the slot machine graft scan- 
dal.The sanitary district investiga- 
tion'began soon after the Novem- 
ber election when it was disclosed 
•that more than 2,000 persons, in- 
cluding several 
state 
legislators 


.and other officials, who admitted 
'they did little or no work, were on 
the payrolls. 
Expenditure of ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 for a mile 
Jong cinder bridle path and other 
alleged wasteful and illegal expen- 
jJitures were revealed as the in- 
vestigation

LAW "ENFORCEMENT." 


Who enforces the law? 
The first impulse of most 


persons would be to an- 
swer: 
"The police, con- 


stables and federal agents, 
with occasional assistance 
from the ,army in emergen- 
cies." But upon thought it 
is seen that this is a very su- 
perficial view of things and 
that only a small fraction of 
law enforcement is obtained" 
or needs to be obtained, in 
this way. 


In ninety-nine cases out 


of a hundred obedience to 
the law is quite voluntary. 
People do not need to be 
compelled by the police to 
obey the laws against mur- 
der or burglary or the va- 
rious regulations for the con-1 
venience and safety of the 
public. They do it of them- 
selves, either as a matter of 
conscience or in deference 
to public opinion. And "the 
fact that they do it of them- 
selves is J;he thing 
which 


makes civilized society pos- 
sible. It enables the police 
to cencentrate their atten- 
tion on the work of protect- 
ing the public against a 
relatively small number of, 
habitual law breakers who 
do;not recognize their moral 
obligations to themselves or 
to society. . Conscience and 
public opinion enforce' the 
laws; the police suppress 
the exceptions. 


Experience has 'taught 


the, American people that 
when a law is flagrantly 
violated by a large number 
of otherwise law-abiding cit- 
iezns' it is not because the 
law enforcement machinery 
has broken down, but be- 
cause there is lacking" in 
that law the quality which 
'commands the respect arid 
obedience of the public1. One 
of. the greatest ' dangers 
which now confronts the na- 
tion is the i n c r e as i p'g 
amount 
of 
ill-considered 


legislation, «nd the increas- 
ing readiness of so-called 
reformers to rely on author- 
ity and force rather than on 
public sentiment to obtain 
their ends. • _ 
' 


A RADIO SURVEY. 


Following up the survey 


it has been making into ra- 
dio service' in the United 
States for several months, 
the federal radio commission 
has undertaken to discover 
the preference of listeners- 
in in regard to programs as 
well as1 reception conditions. 
To this end a,Questionnaire 
is to be sent out to 10,000 
radio amateur 'operators. 
From the form of the ques- 
tionnaire it would appear 
that \ the commission will 
welcome volunteer replies. 
' One of the! 12 questions 
is: "List stations that you. 
receive with satisfactory vol- 
ume, but whose programs 
are such that'they do not 
appeal, to you and that you 
do not enjoy listening to, in- 
dicating briefly your, objec- 
tions'to your programs." 
Here is offered an opportu- 
nity for the anti-jazz listen- 
ers-in to air their grievance 
against' having the 'best 
hours of every evening mon- 
opolized by imitation music 
and p'oor attempts at' sing- 
ing. 
. Listeners-in are also invit- 
ed to report "the call letters 
of stations that you receive 
satisfactorily and listen to 
regularly, and indicate ap- 
proximately your value of 
programs of various sta- 
tions, giving'best station a 
rating of 100 per cent." 
Thus the questionnaire is 
not to be entirely one of 
condemnation 
and 
fault- 


finding, but should be an aid 
in the attempt to improve 
the service. One of 
the 


qqeries is Whether there is 
too 'much advertising by 
broadcasting stations. • 


There is but one way to 


obtain the judgment bf the 
public on the programs and 
the 
broadcasting 
service 


generally, and that is by ap- 
pealing to the public for re- 
port?.

TRAINING SCHOOL FOR 


COLORED GIRLS. 


The Texas Commission on 


Inter-racial Co-operation is 
making an active campaign 
to secure a training school 
for colored girls. 


The commission 
points 


out that provision is made 
by law for adult men and 
women .who commit crimes, 
white and colored boys who 
become a menace to society 
and that white girls under 
like conditions are commit- 
ted to the training school at 
Gfainesville — but 
colored 


girls are arrested, repri- 
manded and turned loose. 
Facts on training school 


for colored girls are enum- 
erated in a leaflet now be- 
ing circulated by.the com- 
mission. It is set forth that 
the present conditions have 
encouraged a growing dis- 
respect for law and that the 
'unscrupulous of both races 
are using the colored girl of 
sub-normal 'mentality arid 
criminal instincts as a means 
of unusual profit without 
danger of punishment. Such 
a condition is also a menace 
to health and safety. 
The 
commission 
urges 
that some place must . be 
provided, to which- these 
girls who are violators of 
the law can be sent. Here 
these girls could be given 
proper training. 


Two years ago the Leg- 
islature established a Train- 
irig School for Colored Girls 
for which an appropriation 
passed both houses but lost 
in a free conference com- 
mittee. . The 
commission 


now urges the legislature to 
appropriate $100,000 in all 
to cover the establishment 
of such an institution. 


The people of both races 


in Texas 
are 
becoming 


more and more interested in 
such a school and all will 
agree that there is a great 
need for-an 
- institution of 


this nature. _
